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Joe Isaacs Is "Outstanding Young Man” 
After Youth of Hard Lessons Learned

The life of Joseph C. Is¬ 
aacs reads like a Horatio 
Alger story. “I had to prove 
to my parents that America 
was the land of opportun¬ 
ity/’ Isaacs said during an 
interview at his home. Isaacs 
has made the most of his op¬ 
portunities. 

On February 8, the Jay- 
cees recognized Isaacs as one 
of the ten most outstanding 
young Marylanders for “his 
constant demonstration of ci¬ 
vic leadership by volunteer¬ 
ing his time and experience 
in an unselfish and effective 
manner/’ 

“I felt like Cinderella at the 
hall/' Isaacs said, describing the 
awards banquet held in Hagers- 
town. The Jaycees provided the 
tuxedo and the prime rib. 

Governor Harry Hughes pre¬ 
sented each honoree with a 
plaque after an audio-visual pre¬ 
sentation highlighted the honoEr 
ee's accomplishments. 

“I felt awkward, humbled dur¬ 
ing the slide show,” he said. “I 
looked up in time to see a pic¬ 
ture of me kissing a child on the 
street — ever the politician.” 

Isaacs and his wife, Deborah, 
live comfortably in a split-level 
home in Boxwood Village. Pot¬ 
ted plants frame the window in 
the livingroom, where the first 
of two interviews took place. 

Isaacs' parents, survivors of 
the Nazi holocaust, emigrated 
from Germany to America, “the 
land of opportunity/' in 1949, In 
1951 Joe was born, 

“My birth was so important to 
my parents,” Isaacs said, “that 
my father went out and bought 
my mother a washing machine. 
They had me on purpose to cel¬ 
ebrate their new life in America.” 

From the start, his parents 
were open about their ordeal in 
Germany. 

His father would say, “I don't 
want you to forget my brother. 
He was the one to whom the 
Germans offered lunch in ex¬ 
change for shoveling the snow. 
The railroad tracks needed to be 
cleared so a German supply train 
could get through. He started 
shoveling at 7 a.m. and shoveled 
until 3:30, when he asked for 
lunch. Instead of giving him 
lunch, they tied him tc the tracks 
and buried him in three pieces.” 
I3sacs voice was low as he retold 
the story. 

“How could I forget?” Isaacs 
said. “I been hearing these stor¬ 
ies at bedtime since I was three 
year old. Out of the 12 members 
in the family, my father was the 
only survivor.” 

Not all the stories Isaacs heard 
were bad. His parents often 
spoke of their home towns called 
“shtetels” in Poland and Roman¬ 
ia, The small towns, situated in

the countryside, had local govern¬ 
ments and wide-spread commun¬ 
ity involvement. The Isaacs nev¬ 
er lost their special feeling for 
their home towns and passed on 
their love and sense of commun¬ 
ity to their son. 

“It was a beautiful story, idyl¬ 
lic, until they took al 1 their pos¬ 
sessions away and locked them 
up.” he said. 

Isaacs often pondered his par¬ 
ents memories of their village 
life, but did not live in a shtetel- 
like environment in the South 
Bronx. “It was tough enough 
finding personal space, let alone 
green space that was safe to use 
freely,” he said. 

The main characters in Hora¬ 
tio Algers success stories usu¬ 
ally moved from the country to 
the city to make their fortunes. 
Isaacs, on the other hand, start¬ 
ed in the inner city. 

As a white minority in the 
Bronx, Isaacs either had to fit 
or was beaten up. “So I learned 
to fit in/' he said. “I learned to 
put on a Spanish accent at will.” 

The street gangs fought each 
other for what little they did 
have, their “turf.” Before the 
boys brought out the chains and 
knives, Isaacs would try to talk 
everyone out of a rumble, 

“Let's have our two best men 
fight it out rather than everybody 
getting hurt.” he would suggest. 
But it didnt always work. 

When his family moved to a 
better neighborhood, Isaacs quic¬ 
kly gave up fighting in the 
streets to captalize on public ed¬ 
ucation. 

“Imagine growing up hearing 
these stories every night about 
people who never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to live out their lives,” he 
said. “Here I had all this oppor¬ 
tunity to succeed and received 
constant encouragement from my

Mellon Set to Buy Community S&L

Mellon Bank of Pittsburgh will take over the insured 
deposits of Community Savings and Loan, Governor Harry 
Hughes announced Monday in Annapolis. The Governor 
began his news conference with the words, “I have 
some good news for the depositors of Community ...” The 
Bethesda-based S&L's offices, including the Twin Pines 
Branch in Greenbelt, could open as early as the first week 
in May, giving its 20,000 depositors full access to their near¬ 
ly $324 million in insured funds, said Mellon’s chief execu¬ 
tive officer David Barnes who shared the podium with 
Hughes at the press conference. 

The agreement must be approv- and the Maryland Deposit Insur. 


ed by State regulators, the courts 
and the FDIC (Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation), The le¬ 
gislature will have 21 days to re¬ 
view the deal, but their approval 
is not needed since there is no 
effect on the budget. Two techni¬ 
cal bills, which the Maryland 
House of Delegates has already 
approved, must now make their 
way through the Senate. 

Negotiations completed Sunday 
include a payment by Mellon “of 
a $14,000,000 premium for Com¬ 
munity's depositor base and the 
right to do business in Mary¬ 
land,” said the Governor, Mellon 
will also invest $23.5 million to 
capitalize the new bank. In turn, 
the State will guarantee certain 
of Community's assets. Mellon 
takes over $179 million in assets 


ance Fund (MDIF) will provide 
$131 million in assistance. Com¬ 
munity will guarantee Mellon a- 
gainst losses in the transferred 
assets and MDIF will provide 
support for Community's guaran¬ 
tee, According to Hughes the 
net cost to the State is estimated 
at $75 to 80 million, depending in 
large part on the resolution of 
EPIC, Community’s failed real 
estate mortgage venture. 

Asked why Mellon wanted to 
come into Maryland, Barnes re¬ 
sponded, “Maryland is a great 
State, growing and healthy, Mel¬ 
lon Bank has long been interested 
in building a Central Atlantic 
Banging franchise ... so it's a 
happy marriage.”

Hundreds have visited 
GHI over the years to study us.

It Could Be Worse 

Many people in Greenbelt are 
celebrating this week — after 
seven months, they may regain 
access to their money in Com¬ 
munity Savings & Loan Before 
the deal with Mellon Bank is fin¬ 
al, it must be approved by Judge 
Kaplan, reviewed (not approved) 
by the legslature, and approvedi 
by FDIC. Also House Bill 905 
must be approved by the Mary¬ 
land Senate. The Governor is op¬ 
timistic about accomplishing 
these n a few weeks. I hope the 
Governors optimism is justified 
this time. 

While many Community depos¬ 
itors have had severe hardships 
and most of us have lost interest 
earnings, the Old Court deposi¬ 
tors have been hit even harder. 
Their accounts were frozen 10 
months ago and, last November, 
their interest rate was reduced 
to zero. Although the holders 
of small Old Court accounts will 
be regaining access in May, those 
with their life savings locked a- 
way will receive only $5000. They

will receive the rest of their prin¬ 
cipal every three months for 
four years, according to the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

The Od Court depositors who 
expected to retire on interest 
earned on their savings, now face 
spending their principal, bit by 
bit, and having little left after 
nearly five years of financial 
hardship. The uncertainty and 
loss of independence that Com¬ 
munity depositors have experien¬ 
ced is even more pronounced for 
those in Old Court. The Gover¬ 
nor's “plan” for them is only a 
public announcement by a lame 
duck governor, with no guaran¬ 
tee. 

The tragedy is that these per¬ 
sonal hardships and the expected 
$450 million cost to the State 
could have been avoided if the 
regulatory process in MSSIC 
and the State government had 
stopped the cancer when it was 
first detected. It is also clear 
that Governor Hughes failed to 
stop the crisis when warned and 
has cost the citizens of Mary¬ 
land dearly for his failure to 
solve the crisis promtptly and 
effectively.

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GHI Board Discusses Possible Sale 
Of GDC Site for Police Station 


by Mavis Fletcher 

An inquiry from the city 
of Greenbelt about the possi¬ 
bility of buying acreage at 
Parkway and Crescent Road 
for use as the location for 
the police station occupied 
the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. at its 
regular meeting on March 
20, The letter from City 
Manager James K, Giese 
states that, while the site is 
being considered, it “doesn't 
appear to be the 'first choice' 
of anyone at this time/' He 
also stated that if the board 
were opposed to the sale of 
the property to the city for 
this use, the site would prob¬ 
ably be eliminated from fur¬ 
ther consideration. 

The GHI membership voted in 
1978 to sell 1.89 acres of the tract 
to the Postal Service for reloca¬ 
tion of the old Greenbelt post 
office (which later was moved to 
its present location). However, 
the board apparently felt that 
the previous membership vote 
would not apply to the present 
case since a different use for the 
parcel would be planned. Giese's 
letter said that the city would 
need slightly more than 1.39 ac¬ 
res for the police station but not 
so much that the buffer between 
the apartments and the station 
would be eliminated. The apart¬ 
ments are owned by the Green¬ 
belt Devlopmnt Corporation, a 
subsidiary of GHI. 

In his comments to the board, 
GHI General Manager Ron Col¬ 
ton pointed out that sale of this 
tract would have some impact on 
the GDC tenants. The garages 
now on the tract, which would 
have to be razed, arc rented by 
tenants, some for parking vehic¬ 
les and others for storage. He 
said that it would be extremely 
difficult to add replacement park¬ 
ing without destroying the buffer. 
Pointing out that a police sta¬ 
tion on this site would affect the 
GHI units across Crescent on 
Hillside, he recommended that 
the board refuse to sell the land. 

Director Wayne Williams, how¬ 
ever, said that he felt the 'board 
could not reject the proposal 
without knowing how the mem¬ 
bership feels about the idea. Di- 
rector Andrea Haslinger, who said 


she was a former tenant of GDC 
in this area, expressed mixed 
emotions; she said she had liked 
the trees on the site but also felt 
that protection afforded by a po¬ 
lice station might be welcome in 
that vicinity. President Marga¬ 
ret Hogensen conveyed the opin¬ 
ion of Don Volk, chairman of the 
Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee, that the station 
should be placed on the GDC site 
only if the city could find no oth¬ 
er site and then only if the site 
would be suitably landscaped. 

After considerable discussion, 
the board voted 5-2 to inform the 
city that the board would take 
the question of selling the parcel 
to the membership if the city’s 
preferred sites could not be util¬ 
ized. Directors Nancy Hutchins 
and Mac Wirick opposed the mo¬ 
tion. (Hogensen had announced 
earlier that Director Debbie 
Hartwick was unavoidably ab¬ 
sent) 

Several of the board members 
indicated that they would prefer 
to see the police station remain 
in old Greenbelt although not 
necessarily on the GDC site. Wil¬ 
liams framed a motion (seconded 
and amended by Haslinger) to 
send a letter to the city council 
expressing the wish that the po¬ 
lice station will be sited in old 
Greenbelt. This motion passd 
uninamously. 

Agenda for Annual Meeting 

Because of an impending dead¬ 
line for printing material for the 
annual meeting, the board work¬ 
ed on the wording of two pro¬ 
posals which will be on the agen¬ 
da under New Buisness. Mem¬ 
bers will be asked to apporve a 
change in the occupancy criteria 
for GHI and to allow the use of 
one or more GHI units as a mu¬ 
seum. On a unanimous vote the 
board officially adopted that a- 
genda for the May 14 meeting. 

During the discussion of the 
museum proposal, the date of the 
members’ hearing, which had been 
scheduled for April 9, was chang¬ 
ed because all suitable locations 
were unavailable. A new date 
will be announced when a loca¬ 
tion large enough to accommo¬ 
date the expected crowd is found. 
Personnel Policy Review 

The board began a review of 
the corporation's personnel poli¬ 
cies but bogged down about half 
way through the 38 pages. They 
decided to postpone the remainder

until the next meeting. The board 
rejected a proposal to increase 
the amount of leave earned by the 
general manager and the asisst- 
ant general manager from 20 to 
25 days after five years of ser¬ 
vice. However, the board voted to 
allow these two employees to ac¬ 
crue 45 days of annual leave (up 
from 30 days at present). Sev¬ 
eral board members expressed 
support of this change by point¬ 
ing out that these employees of¬ 
ten are prevented by the press of 
business from taking all their 
leave. The vote was 6-1, with 
Director Todd Amani opposed be¬ 
cause, he said, the accrued leave 


would amount to severance pay 
since the corporation pays the 
employee for accumulated leave 
when the employee resigns. 

Th board also voted to remove 
the present 60-day limiit on ac¬ 
crual of sick leave for all em¬ 
ployees. The vote on this issue 
was 4 to 3 with Williams, Amani 
and Hutchins opposed. Director 
Janet Cantwell, who made the 
motion, argued that only older 
employees would accrue signifi¬ 
cant amounts of sick leave above 
the present cap and that it would 
be unfair to penalize a long-time 
employee (who might have been 
forfeiting sick leave for years 
because of the cap) to be forced 
off the payroll if struck by a 
long illness. Williams, on the 
other hand, argued that such cas¬ 
es should be left to the manag¬ 
er's discretion as they are in most 
private sector corporations. 


The board also discussed liber¬ 
alizing maternity leave policy. 

Information and Meetings 

Colton reported that the board 
had been wired for cable TV 
broadcasting. The board, how¬ 
ever decided not to buy video 
equipment for cablecasting. 

In response to a question, 
Joe Whelan, Superintendent of 
Maintenance, said that the mark¬ 
ed trees on Ridge Road near 
Hamilton Place were flagged for 
tree trimming service.

After earning his Master’s de¬ 
gree at the University of Mis¬ 
souri, he was recruited by o con¬ 
sulting firm in Washington, D.C. 

“I looked everywhere in Mary¬ 
land and Virginia, but Greenbelt 
felt good,” he said. “Greenbelt 
is small enough to put your arms 
around.” 

After attending a Boxwood Civ¬ 
ic Association meeting, Isaacs 
became very involved in serving 
the Boxwood communitiy. As 
president of the group from 1982 
through 1985, he initiated several 
projects, which included a wel¬ 
come wagon, a mobile crime 
watch and a greeting card ser¬ 
vice. 

“I started the greeting card 
service to let people know they 
had neighbors who cared,” he 
sadi, “As soon as we saw an an¬ 
nouncement in the News Review, 
we would shoot them off a card 
offering congratulations or con¬ 
dolences.” 

“From the greeting card ser¬ 
vice I saw that the group could 
do more for the community,” he 
said. An assault on a family in 
a nearby neighborhood, prompted 
him to start a mobile crime 
watch. 

“We even prevented a break- 
in,” Isaacs said. “One night the 
patrol alerted the Greenbelt po¬ 
lice when they saw a man peeping 
into a house on Lastner Lane. 
The police picked up the man, 
who had an outstanding warrant 
for his arrest for breaking and 
entering.” 

Next Isaacs instituted a wel¬ 
come wagon to introduce new re¬ 
sidents of Boxwood to the com¬ 
munity. Isaacs, his wife and 
some of the association officers 
paid a visit to the new residents 
at their homes. They offered 
friendship as well as a basket 
containing a bottle of cham¬ 
pagne, some danish. a fnaj^ of 
the county and a cover letter ex¬ 
plaining the history of Greenbelt 
to the newcomers. 

Isaacs also planned block par¬ 
ties for the neighborhood. “At 
the first party I saw David Mor¬ 
an standing around. I asked him 
to help me and he’s been hanging 
around ever since,” Isaacs said, 
“I’m glad to see he now is presi¬ 
dent of the Boxwood Civic Associ¬ 
ation.” 

Leaning forward in his chair, 
Isaacs talked excitedly about the 
two bus shelters erected at eith¬ 
er end of Boxwood. “I lobbied 
everybody to get those bus shelt¬ 
ers,” he said, “I went to the 
state, the general assembly, the 
governor, the University of Mary¬ 
land, even Metro, ultimately suc¬ 
ceeding with the city.’ 

Isaacs’ plunge into the political 
limelight came in 1983 when he 
applied for Richard Castaldi’s va¬ 
cated city council position after 
Castaldi won a county council 
seat. Robert Zugby was appoint¬ 
ed instead. 

Undaunted, Isaacs ran for city 
Council in the fall of 1985. “I 
really expected to suceed ip the 
last city council election by going 
door-to-door,” Isaacs said. And 
he did. 

Isaacs sees politics as the cul¬ 
mination of serving people.
